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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Over one half of the Town appropriation goes to repair and maintain 
our roads. In 1990, $50,000.00 was earmarked for the paved road im- 
provement program. Work was done on Church Street, Hubbard 
Road, Gilsum Road and Valley Road. The work on Church Street and 
Gilsum Road involved rebuilding and chip sealing. The chip sealing 
was selected as an alternative to the more expensive paving. It will be 
interesting to see how this work holds up. Much of the remaining pav- 
ed road has broken up to the point that rebuilding will be necessary. 


Water problems of one kind or another at the Town Hall seem to be a 
part of each annual report. This past fall it was surface water rushing 
into the furnace room. Other maintenance projects were postponed to 
repair the oil burner and grade above the hall. 


The Town was shocked by the 43% increase in the tax rate. It certainly 
generated a new awareness of the relation between spending, state aid 
and the property tax. Presentations were made by school, town and 
state officials at a public hearing in November. While perhaps more 
questions were raised than answered, the interest shown i in state and 
local government was most welcome. 


A concerted effort to enforce state statutes relating to dog contre 
resulted in a large increase in license fees collected. Perhaps of greater 
importance is the improved compliance with the state rabies innocula- 
tion law. 


The selectmen had three different secretaries during the year. Thanks 
largely to Sarah Burke, the paperwork was kept more or less under. 
control during these transitions. This points up the fact that the Town 
is dependent on ‘‘semi-volunteers,’’ people who carry on Town affairs 
for very modest renumeration or in most instances with no compensa- 
tion at all. Again this year there will be vacancies in Town government 
after Town Meeting. Volunteers will be needed. Please speak to a 
selectman or Connie Lester if available and interested. 


The selectmen wish to thank all Town officials, volunteers and in- 
terested citizens who contributed their time and talent to the Town 
during 1990.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


The Sullivan Conservation Commission enjoyed another successful 
year of serving the Towns natural resource conservation needs. Our 
monthly meetings achieved several objectives, as did our periodic 
sponsorship of Town wide events. First and foremost, the Town 
wetlands mapping project was completed with the assistance of an An- 
tioch Graduate student, Rebecca Berge. We now have 3 mylars & 3 
blueline maps of Town resources. The wetlands, soil features & 
baseline topographic maps at a 1’’ = 1000’ scale will no doubt prove 
invaluable to future planning concerns. Secondly, Earth Day 90’ came 
in with a successful cleanup of the Town park, and the planting out of 
2 dozen ‘‘wildlife shrubs’’ around its perimeter. Thirdly, conservation 
field days found numerous intrepid citizens discovering the beauty & 
the mystery of some of Sullivan’s prime natural areas. Sometimes late 
into the dwindling light of evening! Although our town-wide conser- 
vation survey was inconclusive, several other newsletter contributions _ 
provided informative updates on the latest statewide issues of en- 
vironmental concern. These were augmented by several related site 
visits, that provided both the selectmen & the planning board with 
needed advice on developments in Town. Finally, the commission’s 
participation in state & regional workshops & meetings enhanced its 
ability to adequately deal with a rapidly changing field of regulatory 
requirements. This coming years objectives shall include the amend- 
ment and/or revision of our community planning ordinance regarding 
septic setbacks, wetlands, and gravel extractions. 


Additionally, I would like to thank our clerk, Becky Cummings and 
our other hard working commission members for their long hours of 
dedication. With theirs & the other Town members support, the con- 
servation commission will continue to safeguard Sullivan resources in 
an equitable and environmentally sound way.
